Maybe it’s only wishful thinking, but 
it strikes us that the paving projects for 
which the State Highway Department has 
just asked bids average considerably long- 
er than has been the case in recent let- 
tings. 


There are, to be sure, one or two proj- 
ects of only a mile or so in length.

And the average 
contract seems at least twice as long as 
the average for the last letting which 
prompted our editorial, “What Do They 
Mean, Highway ‘System’?” wherein we 
deplored the fact that Georgia roads are 
built on a patently piecemeal and appar- 
ently political basis.

The Bar Favors Women 


By a vote of 92 to 63, members of the 
Atlanta Bar Association have given their 
approval to the proposal to allow women 
to serve on trial juries in Georgia. 


The majority of those in favor, it is 
true, think that the courts should be most 
lenient in releasing women from jury 
duty. Seventeen feel that women should 


be allowed to refuse at will and 54 hold.

To Know Bird Calls 


So many important items of education are 
neglected in our school systems. For instance, 
where I went to school they ‘taught us mathe- 

matics, including algebra and Euclid (geometry to you). Science 
subjects, English literature, history, geography, French and. Latin. 
With some added items. 

But I do wish they had included a course in bird calls, so I 
could, now, identify the many varieties of birds who chirp and 
sing and call around my house of a morning. 

There are plenty of them. Of many kinds. The chorus they 
offer as day breaks, wakes us out of sound sleep. Not that.we 
object. Singing birds are a delightful kind of alarm clock. 

I can't even identify many of them by sight, let alone sound, 
Gosh, I’m ignorant. There are thrushes,, wrens, jays and others. 
About the only one I can identify by sound is the quail, the bob. 
white. I can hear them in the meadow, beyond the street, the 
facing houses and the little stream. 

I can sometimes distinguish the rather raucous chattering of 
the jays. 

But that is the end of my knowledge of the voices of the birds. 


. : Occasionally I have seen a tiny humming: 
Hummingbirds bird, hovering beelike around a blossoming 
shrub. Dainty, beautiful, but gone at a whisper, a mere sugges- 
tion of movement. 

There are, too, the fireflies in the dusk. Lightning bugs. Hun. 
dreds of them, sparkling against the dark background of the trees, 
The kids run out to catch them and imprison them in glass jars. 
Tough on the insects, but fun for the kids. They are, though, care- 
ful not to damage the fireflies and usually, after watching the 
lights come and go in the jar for a little while, they let the gay 
little bugs out again, to fly away unharmed 

Where we live there are many tall trees. Banking their green 
loveliness against the blueness of the skv. It is good for your soul 
to live thus near nature. To live amidst the varied shades of 
green, from the smooth lawns to the dark pines. To hear the wind 
rustle in the leaves and to smell the perfumes of grass and earth 
and growing things. 

To listen to the birds and to watch, in the evening, the glitter 
of the fireflies, like sparkling brilliants amid the trees. To awake, 
in the morning, to the singing birds and to see, each Spring, the 
nests and the fledglings try to fly. 

There are, too, the squirrels. Seems like 


And the Squirrels hundreds of ‘em. Scampering along the 


boughs, leaping from tree to tree, running across the lawn and 
peeping at you from around a tree trunk. 

They chatter, too, and the noise of their protests when some 
neighborhood cat tries—always in vain—to catch one is like the 
chattering of monkeys. 

Have you ever seen 10 squirrels chasing each other, in a wide 
circle, around the lawn? Running and jumping, one after the 
other, then darting up nearby trees and chattering at each other 
as though cussing, from the high limbs. 

Chipmunks we have, too. Pretty little rascals. But, I’m sorry 
to report, some of our neighborhood cats seem to be able to catch 
the young chipmunks when the squirrels are too fast for them. 
I’ve seen three or four cats carrying captured chipmunks off to 
the feline dinnet table, wherever it is. 

It is a privilege to live close to the trees and the birds and the 
little creatures. I’m sorry for those who must live inside the city, 
where only brick and stone and concrete are visible. 

But I do wish, again, they’d taught me to recognize the dif. 
ferent bird calls. It would be fun, when I sit on the porch on a 
morning, to recognize which bird is calling.

Railroad Retirement 


Editor Constitution: Reference is made to 
your column entitled “The Pulse of the Public” 
in your Tuesday, June 8, 1948, edition, with par- 
ticular reference to the item “Where Help Is 
Needed” signed by “A Young Railroad Em- 
plovee.” 

It 1s obvious that the writer of the epistle 
has never read the Railroad Retirement Act nor 
has he anv idea whatsoever of its provisions. 
There is not any item in his writing that is cor- 
rect except his possible contribution. He states 
that the minimum age for retirement is 65, 
whereas there is no minimum age for retirement. 
He states that the individual who commences 
work at age 20 has 45 years before him before 
he will be eligible for retiremert. This is false 
in its entirety as could be eligible as early as 
age 30 with but 10 years before him. He states 
that the average employee contributes (or do- 
nates) $17 per month. That 1s absolutely false 
as the emplovee would have to earn almost the 
maximum pay in order to contribute that amount, 
Actual statistics show that out of very 100 rail- 
road men 28 vears of age two out of three have 
chances of living tn age 65 and statistics further 
show that the average annuitant will receive 
his annuity for 12% years and, of course, pro-

The Sweetest Shriek of All 


The sweetest sound in all this world, to my mind, is the loud, ear-shattering 
squall of a child who has just fallen out of a tree. 
I hasten to amplify this observation, for fear I will be thought an unnatural 


parent. 


I do not approve of children falling out of trees. 


But any man who has 


both trees and children at one time or another is going to be present when the 


latter falls out of the forrner. 


Sometimes, around my house in the cool of Spring evenings, when 


the juices of buoyant life are running strongly through the veins of my offspring, there is almost 
a steady thump, thump, thump of children falling out of trees. 


I have even begun to keep a score card on 
some of these trees. There is one plum. tree 
which has been fallen out of six times. The 
apple tree over by the turn-around has been 
fallen out of either five times or six times, de- 
pending on how you count these descents, for at 


one time two children fell out of it at the same 
time, landing in a tangle, like fish worms. 

The champion tree at my house though is a 
young mimosa tree which sits by the terrace. 
It has been fallen out of at least 13 times. It is 
probably the raggedest-looking mimosa tree south 
of the Mason-Dixon line, for every time they fall 
out of this tree they break a limb off. In fact, 
that is the reason they fall out of this tree. A 
mimosa tree is very weak in the joints, and when 
you get out on a limb in a mimosa tree it is 
a 10-to-1 bet that in a matter of about three sec- 
onds you will be on the ground, all tangled up 
in a broken limb. I have seen a limb as big 
around as a man’s arm break under the weight 
of a small girl who did not weigh more than 
42 pounds. I have warned all of my children, 
and their visitors, too, about this bad habit of 
mimosa trees. They do not pay any attention 
to me. They climb up in this tree again and 
again, falling out each time, breaking off large 
limbs. They do not seem to be greatly injured 
by this, but I fear the mimosa cannot long str- 
vive. There are only a few small limbs left on 
it, up toward the top, and the other night I came 
out and found them trying to put a stepladder 
up so they eould climb up to these small limbs, 
break them off,.and fall out of the tree. 


The weeks when the painters were at my 
house will live long in my mgmory. They would 
take the painters’ ladders and put them up against 
the trees and were thus able to fall from a much 
greater heigh' than usual. It was during this 
period that I learned to hear with such a lifting 
of the heart the loud cries of those who had just 
fallen out of the tree. <A child who has fallen 
out of a tree and has hurt himself does not make 
much noise. He just makes a little whimpering 
sound and this scares a man to death. A child 
who has fallen out of a tree and immediately 
lets out a bellow that causes the leaves to quiver 
is all right. He may have a lump on his head 
the size of an egg but there is nothing basically 
wrong with him. 


When the ladders were available things 
got so bad that you could not walk around 
under the trees at my house for fear a child 
would come hurtling down through the fo- 
liage, striking you on the back of the neck. 
A child falling a good distance out of a tree

over their shoulders. 


can do a man severe damage by falling on 
him. After several arrow escapes I made 
a rule that no more tree climbing would be 
permitted and that the first person I found 
up a tree thereafter would get a switching 
as soon as they came down. For awhile they 
circumvented me. They would climb up the 
tree and sit there, waiting until I got tired 
and went in the house. 


Finally they decided they didn’t want to climb 
trees anyway.

More to Modeling Than 
Wearing Pretty Clothes

It has been said that at least half the girls in the United 
States dream of being models. 


And who could blame them, 
the general assumption being 
that the job consists merely of 
wearing beautiful clothes—for 
money. Pretty soon you become 
a Powers modei, iive at the 
Barbizon-Plaza, get to be a cover 
girl, and then take off for Holly- 
wood. 

But it isn’t that glamorous, 
girls. It takes intelligence, 
willingness to work and perse- 
verence—in addition to a flair 
for wearing clothes—to be suc- 
cessful in the career of fashion 
or photographic modeling. Our 
authority is Miss Ruth Harris, 
an Atlanta girl who trained in 
New York, went to California 
and proved her outstanding 
ability as a professional model, 
and then came home two years 
ago to direct the Academy of 
Fashion Modeling and Feminine 
Perfection here in Atlanta. 


Here is the approach to this 
profession, as she gave it to us: 
You'll need all the education 
you can get—a college degree 
will definitely be in your favor. 
But at doesn’t mean that a 
smart girl couldn’t get by witha 
high school diploma, provided 
she keeps on trying to improve 
her mind. 

You don’t have to be beauti- 
ful. A nicely proportioned fig- 
ure you must have—but that can 
be developed.
